Do you 
not know ; that the Scripture afftrmeth, 
Tt is not every man that ſaith, Lord, Lord, to 
Chriſt, ſhall enter into the Kingdome of Hea- 
ven 3 but he that doth the Wil! of his Father, 
Matth.7.21. But the Will of the Father 1s, 
that every man hear Chriſt. This is my be- 
loved Son, him hear. ye, Matth.17 5. There- 
fore eyery man, that heareth not Chriſt 
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{ball not enter into che Kingdome of Hea- 


yen, But Cartiſt willeth and cammandeth, 


that every man hcar the Church, Maz.:;8.17, 
He that heereth you. heareth me ;, and he that 
deſpiſeth yon, deſpifeth me 3 and he that deſpi- 
ſeth me, deffiſech him that ſent, Luc. 10.16. 
He that heayeth not the Church, let him be unto 
thee, as an Heathen and Publican, Mat,18.17, 
Therefore every man, that heareth not the 
Church, ſhall not enter into tae Kingdome 
of Heaven.

Miniſters may he miſtaken, 
Prot. Neither can you prove they are 
mſt aken,

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Cath. Yes; TI can. 

Prot. How, I pray yon ? 

3. Cath. Very well ; becavſe there 15 
but one Catholick Church ; that 1s to fys. 
one Church, which 1s «nzwerſal for time, 
place, and believers, Luk.1.33. Mark 16.15, 
which is the fazrhfull people diſperſed through 
out the world, St Auguſtin in Pſahn 149. 
which 1s the Eight of the world, and a City 
built upon @ Mountain , that cannot be hid, 
Matth.5.14. and conſequently vifible, and 
known and eafily diſcerned from- Turks, 
and Jewes, and Heathens, and Hereticks, 
even by her name. Bur this Catholick 
Ciurch 1s the Romane Pontihcjal : for 
Shee alone 1s the viſihle and known uni- 
re:{fal Church, for ume, place, and belie- 
rers. All the reſt are not univerſal for time, 
place, nor believars ; for they began of 
late; they are butin few places; thev are 
bur op handſull in refpedt of the Catholick 
Church. Therefore they are miltaken,that 
tell you, She is the Proteſtaar. 

4. Moreover, if the vilible and known 
Catholick Church cannot fail, cr err in 
matters of Faith, She muit hace alwaics re- 
mained, {ince Chriſts time, tro this day, 
without interruption, and errour : But the 
viſible and known Cathgalick Church can- 
not fail, orerr in matters of Faith ; for She 
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the Holy Catholick Church. ( The Aro 
Creed.) She is the ſpotleſs Spouje of Chriſt, 
Hoſ.2.9. with which her Head and Spouſe, 
and the Spirit of. Truth, abides for ever,Matth, 
28.0, John 14.16. The pillar and firmament 
of Truth, 1 Tim.3.15. and the gates of Hell 
ſhall no: prevail againſt her, Matth.16.18, 
Therefore She mult have alwaics remained 
fince Chriſts time to this day, without in- 
terruption,& errour. (Otnerwite we could 
have nothing ſure.) But no ether viſible 
Catholick Church remained, f1nce Chriits 
time to this day, without inte: ryption, and 

errour , but the Romane Ponrifictal 
Thereſore the Romane Yontifhcial alone 1s 

the vitihle and known Catholick Church, 
5. If any can fay, that the Romance 
Pontificial Church hath not alwates re- 
mained,fince Chriſts time to this day,with- 
out interrupticn, and errour; let him tell, 
when was the Suceeiſſion of her Biſhops, 
Paſtours, and Pelievers mterrvpted ; or 
when, and wherein dil She err z what ge- 
neral Council condemned her ; what holy 
Father wrote agaiiſt hor, Or that there re« 
mained anv other ville Church on earth, 
fince Chriſts time to this day, without Ne 
terruption,and errour. Let him tell,what 
was She? what 1s She? where was She? 
where is She? what is her name ? what 
Biſhops and Paſtours had She, or wr = 
1ath 
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hath She ? what Emperours, or Kings, did 
adhere unto her, or now do? what Gene- 
ral Councils did She hold 2? what Hereticks 
did She condemn ? what Academies did 
She confirm ? what Churches, Monaltertes, 
and Hoſpirals did She build, &c. 

Sure, the Greek Church, or Churches, 
have not alwates remained, fince Chrifts 
time to this day , without interruption 5 
witneſs the world : nor yet without er- 
rour 3 for they Heretically deny the Pro- 
celſjon of the Holy Ghoſt from the Father 
and the Son, &c. 

The Lutheran and Catlvinian Church 
(which they call Reformed) is erroneous 
and new ; for it began with the Reforma- 
tion (from whence it hath jts name) which 
was done by Luther and Calvin, as their 
Followers gloriouſly averr, 

Bur I ask them, that ſo glory in this 
Reformation, were not Luthey and Calvir, 
when they firſt boaſted of the Spirit, and 
began to reform the Church, tyere they not 
(I ſay) then to be tryed? | 

Prot. They needed no tryal : for thei: 
Spirit was of God. 

Cath, How do you know, their Spirit 
was of God? or how can you make this 
appear ? 

Prot, I know it very well; and though 
f cannot make it appear, yet our learned 

B Miniſters 
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Miniſters can ſufficiently prove it, 
Cath, They never yet could prove it,nor 
ever ſnall : we defie them 3; and ſuppoſe 
their Spirit were from God, yet ſtill they 
were to be tryed according to the Scripture. 
1 John 4.1. Beloved. believe not every Spirit 3 
but trye the Spirits whether they are of God; 
becauſe many falſe Prophets are gone out into 
the world, Upon which words, even your 
eWn neweſt Bible, in the Argument of this 
Chapter, ſaith, He warne.h them not to 
believe all Teachers, who boaſt of the Spi- 
rit, but to trye them by the Rules of the 
Catholick Faith. Thketeiore they were to 
be tryed : and ſo they were indeed tryed by 
the Rules of the Catholick Faith ; that 1s to 
ſay,by a General Council, approved by the 
Head. and received by the pody of rhe Ca- 
tholick Churchzand they were found guilty 
of Apoſtacie & pertinacious error,ot going 
out of the Catholick Church, and her reli- 
gious Monaſteries, cogtrary to their Rules 
and Sacred Vows, into the world ; of prea- 
ching new DoEtrine, propheſying falſely, 
and conſequently Anathematized and con- 
demned for Hereticks, they and all their 
followers, according to that of the Galati- 
ans I.G. If any Evangelize unto you contrary 
tg that you have received, be he Anathema. 
Therefore the Reformed, or Proteſtant 
Church is not the Catholick, 
The 
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The Independents, the Anabaptiſts , the 
Socinianiſts, the Quakers and Shakers, &C, 
are alſo erroneous and new ; neither can 
they, or the Reformed Church, ſhew any 
continual and uniaterrupted Succeſſion of 
Biſhops, Paſtours,or Believers from Chriſt 3 
if they can, let them produce it. But the

Naw let us come to the Miracles. 
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CHAP, IV. 
A Prxzludium to the Miracles. 


I. A men naturally are moved in 
matters of Religion, by Miracle s; 
nay ſome are ſo perverſe, rhat otherw 1ſe 
they cannot be moved. Whence conlide: 
ſeriouſly with my ſelf the perverſneſs nd 
height of Infidelity the SeQaries and He- 
reticks of this Nation are come to, I al- 
waies thought it (as it were) ncedfull for 
their converlion to the true Religion, that 
God ſhould ſend ſome one thereof that 
would work Miracles before their faces. 
Neither was I mittaken, as it clearly ap- 
pears ; for God (rholoveth the ſouts, Sap. 
11.27. and willeth that all men be ſaved, and 
come 10 the knowledg of thetruth 1 Tim.2.4.) 
of his infinite mercy and goodneſs, was 
pleaſed to ſend thei a Komane Catholick 
B 3 Prieſt, 
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Prieſt, who, in confirmation of the holy 
Romane Catholick Church , and of her 
Tenets and Dotrines, was ſor the ſpace of 
five weeks dayly working Miracles before 
their eyes; and would be longer, had not 
they repelled him, and as it were judging 
thetaſelves unworthy of eternal lite com- 
manded him away ; which the Turks or 
moſt barbarous Infidels would not have 
done, yet England has done this evil, 

2. Mountebanks and Cheaters are per 
mitted, but the man of God muſt be re- 
pelled, Foxes, that is, conning Hereticks, 
have holes z and Birds of the air, that is, 
fantaſtical, ſrentick, mad Se&aries have 
neſts 1n England, but the man of God hath 
not whereupon to lay his head. Not this 
man (cry the Antichriſtian Pſeudo-Biſhops, 
the Sons of Inzquity, and Fathers of Miſ- 
chief ) not this man, but Barrabas. !'Of the 
man of God then what ſhall be done 2 Let 
him be baniſhed,cry they. Bleſſed be God, 
they did not cry, Take him away, Take him 
away, Crucifie him ; they were (though 
againit thejr nature) ſo civil, as to content 
tnemſelves with his Baniſhment onely. 
Amaziah( the Proteſtant Biſhop) ſaid uno 
Amos (the holy man of God) O thoy the 
Seer, g0 flee thou away into the land of Tr1dah 
(to Rome,or amongſt Romance Catiolicks ) 
«ud there esBby bread, axd propheſre (or work 
2-5 wonders ) 
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wanders) there. But propheſie no more at Bee 
- thel (at London, or amongſt Hereticks) for it 
s the King's Chappel , and it is the King's 
Court. So the Proteſtant Bible, Amos 7.12, 
13, But ours hath it ſomewhat other- 
wiſe, and adds : Amos anſwered and ſaid un- 
to Amaſias, &c. Thou ſaiſt : thou ſhalt not pro- 
pheſie upon Tſrael ; (that 1s, upon the Tribes 
of Iſrael that fell from Tuda ; that 1s to 
ſay, upon Schiſmaticks, SeCtaries, and He- 
reticks, that fell from the Romane Catho- 
lick Church) ard thou /balt nor flill upon (or 
preach unto) the Houſe of the Ido! 3 (in 
Hebr. it is Riſus)) that is to ſay, upon the 
Idolatrous and ridiculous Proteſtant Reli- 
gion. See 3 Regum 12.26,&C. uſque ad finem. 
Fer which, thus ſaith the Lord : Thy Wife, &Cc. 
Amss 7.16,17, He muſt be baniſht then? 
and why ? What harm has he done ? Be- 
cauſe he is contrary to the Proteſtant Bis 
ſhops, the rebellious and 1dolatrous Prieſts 
of Bethel 3 hecauſe he 1s boly, they wick- 
ed ; becauſe he would convert the Nation 
to God, they would keep it 1n flavery to the 
Divel ; becauſe he works Miracles, they 
can work none : He muſt go therefore ; he 
1s gone then, bleſſed be God, even while 
they were conſulting and ſaying , What 
ſhall we do ? for this man doth many M1- 
racles, He 1s gone even betore they re- 
membred : if we let him go 10, all will 
"08 : ; belicye 
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believe and be converted by him ; and the 


Roman Catholick Biſhops ſhall cone, and . 


take both our Place,and our Dignity, which 
we have wrongfully kept from them, al. 
moſt this hundred years. He 1s gone then, 

3. Notwithſtanding good God hath 
done his work, and his Servant whom he 
hath ſent, hath alſo inan high degree fi- 
niſhed his courſe : for even in the ow of 
choſe five weeks he wrought more Mira- 
cles before their faces, then we read were 
ever yet done, at any of the former Con- 
verſions of England ; it remains then, that 
now they willingly believe and be convert- 
ed tothe Holy Roman-Catholick Church, 
or hereafter againſt their will ſuffer the 


heavy and juſt judgement of God which 


haſtens to fall upon them. Wo be to the 
Seftaries and Hereticks of England, woe 
be to then (1f now they be not converted) 
forif amongſt the Turks and Infidels had 
been wrought the Miracles, that hath been 
done amongſt them,they had done penance 
in hair-cloth and aſhes long ago. They have 
ſeen devils caſt out of poſſeſſed Bodies,the 
Blinde reſtored to their fghr, the Deaf to 
their hearing, the Dumb to their ſpeaking, 
the Lame to their going : in fine they have 
ſeen all ſorts of infirmities cured before 
their eyes, by a Member of the Holy Ro- 


man-Catholick Church, in ——_— of 
er 
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her Faith and Doftrines , which are the 
Signs our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt 
cold his Diſciples ſhould follow them that be- 
lieve, that is to ſay, his Church, Mark 16, 
1718, &c, ſo that they have no excuſe, and 
that ſuch of them as have not ſeen thoſe 
Miracles may alſo have no excuſe, but be 
as well ſatisfied, as they that have, I 
thought fit to preſent before their eyes, the 
matter of a doſen (which 1s enough here) 
of the perſons upon whom ſome of thoſe 
Miracles were wrought 3. by whoſe proper 
confeſſion, and Neighbours relation they 
way be informed of the truth,which is as 
much fſatisfation, as in reaſon they can 
expeR.
